breeders for all their hard work in 
putting this convention together. This 
is a beautiful venue for our conven- 
tion and we have certainly benefit- 
ted from visiting the Guernsey herds 
here. We visited Staehely Brothers’ 
Dairy. This large, commercially 
managed dairy not only did away 
with some stereotypes about what it 
means to be Organic, it also showed 
us that Guernseys can compete well 
in a large, mixed-breed herd. We also 
had the opportunity to visit Abiqua 
Acres. What a wonderfully managed herd of 90 milking Registered 
Guernseys! Alan and Barbara Mann are certainly deserving of the 
Master Breeder Award they were presented with this week. This is a 
herd of Guernseys that have been bred solely to produce large volumes 
of milk for a long time. They haven’t been bred to win a show or bring 
top dollar in a sale as a calf — just to milk well into old age. I think the 
results speak for themselves. The farm tours this year showed us ter- 
rific examples of successful Guernsey herds. 

As you can see in the financial report that you hold in your hands, 
your association finally has some breathing room in the financial de- 
partment. While we must continue to be diligent and efficient, we have 
completed two years solidly in the black. You have heard from your 
directors at this meeting that the decision has been made to sell the 
condominium units that AGA owns in Reynoldsburg, Ohio. I want to 
stress that this is a decision that was made because it makes financial 
sense for our organization, not because we need cash. It is a sound 
business decision that has been given plenty of consideration. The 
AGA has been housed in the COBA/Select Sires building in Columbus 
since November 2010. This arrangement has gone well and we feel 
that this or other potential rental arrangements in the area will satisfy 
the needs of the AGA into the future. We have a tenant in the units we 
own but know that the funds generated from the sale of the building 
could earn more than the small profit being generated by leasing the 
condo. Therefore, after careful consideration, the decision was made 
to pursue the sale of the building. 

I had a conversation with the manager of one of the largest herds 
of Guernseys in the country the other day. He asked me to consider if 
the things we are doing and the actions we are taking are truly laying 
the groundwork for increased numbers of Guernseys down the road. 
It was a valid question and one we all need to consider. In my mind, 
two things can truly have a notable impact on the future of the Guern- 
sey breed — marketing Guernsey milk and improving the reproductive 
performance of the Guernsey cow. The latter certainly can have im- 
mediate effects. Our cows could breed back more quickly, we would 
have fewer reproductive culls and we’d end up with more heifer calves 
being born each year. Marketing Guernsey milk is the next step that 
can truly allow our members to receive a premium for the high quality 
milk our cow produces. Think back to the time that the Guernsey breed 
was more numerous than almost all the others. This was because of the 
market for Golden Guernsey milk. Whether we tap into the demand 
for A2, local, organic, beta carotene or simply the mystique and prov- 
enance of the majestic Guernsey cow, we must allow our members to 
find a way to stop selling a commodity and start selling their Guernsey 
product. I spent quite a bit of time this week discussing with your 
board the need to make sure our staff is focused more on things that 
truly matter for the breed and less on things that don’t. We have put

President's Report 
President David Trotter gave the following 
address to the membership:

few years back my daughter gave 

a speech for the junior contest in 

Texas, it was entitled “It’s The 
Climb.” The song, (It’s The Climb) was 
popular at that time and was Miley Cyrus’s 
debut hit. Well, I’m not going to sing it for 
you but you could perhaps Google the lyrics. 
She is singing that it’s not about where you 
are going or how high you may go, it is the 
climb that matters, so keep the faith. I was 
contemplating this report while travelling 
on a Pacific Flight to this Guernsey Delight 
and trying to think what was the best way 


to lead into this report. I looked at the 
clouds, nothing popped into my head, then 
I started thinking about the last few years 
of our Association. We are climbing out 
of the financial hole that we were once in, 
as you will hear today and see the report 
before you. I salute the past leaders of this 
great association and the members and state 
associations that supported AGA so well. It 
is an honor to serve you as president and 
I’m proud of this Association and all that 
it does. Your current Board of Directors is 
made up of climbers, they continue to work 
for the good of this association, through 
their efforts to promote the breed and 
continue to provide the great programs that 
we have in place and add a few new ones 
too; such as the Golden Guernsey Focus, 
the Triple Crown and a few new ongoing 
committees and funds. We do have a great 
group of directors representing you. And 
I appreciated the support and dedication 
that they tirelessly give. Our staff is to be 
complimented as well. All of them continue 
to put their pick in the stone and dig in with 
their heels to do the best for all of us. We 
have had a few difficult decisions to make 
over the past year but I am happy to report 
that the outcomes have been very favorable. 
Some may say we danced over them and 
we probably ruffled a few feathers, but we, 
the board, were in majority of all decisions 
that were made. I can say any voting that 
we have done has been a strong majority, 
as there are no two sides, because we talk 
things over prior to voting. I don’t need 
to elaborate on the small issues, as there 
are bigger issues to deal with. We have 
investigated the sale of our office building 
in Ohio and decided to offer it for sale. 
This is a decision that the board made and 
I don’t want to alarm you with this news, 
but we are in the process of establishing 
a financial advisory committee to help us 
proceed the right way and with caution. Our 
lease with COBA is working out extremely 
well and we appreciate the great hospitality 
that COBA, Bernie Heisner and the COBA 
Board has given to us. Your board met there 
this past fall for the winter board meetings. I 
might add that we had a full complement of 
board members. Your committees continue 
to be successful in the work that they do 
and we all appreciate everyone’s efforts in 
participating with these. It was great to see 
so much involvement at the meetings and 
the outcomes from them are encouraging. 
Genomics research for us seems slow but 
we are continually striving in the right 
direction. The Antiquities committee has 
been kicked off and is diligently working 
and we have determined to increase 
our insurance on these items. The other 
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new committees, By-Laws and National 
Convention, will have a report for us for 
winter board meetings in November. If any 
of you have any items that you feel need to 
be discussed or reviewed, please let Seth or 
any of the Board know. A lot of our business 
is dealt with online through emails, which 
has proven beneficial. Speaking of new 
technologies such as email, Seth and the 
staff have been very diligent at posting new 
information on our website and creating a 
Facebook page. I reviewed with the board a 
synopsis of the surveys that were sent out at 
Christmas time and will include the results 
in the journal. Thank you to all who took 
the time and completed the survey. We 
had approximately 100 surveys completed 
and the membership overall is very pleased 
and computer savvy as well. An echoing 
thought has been that we are placing too 
much emphasis on shows. 

Yes, this past year has been a climb, our 
mission continues to do the best that we 
can to enhance this organization. A few 
recent examples have been the tremendous 
sale averages of all Guernseys sold at 
public sales, including the syndicated 
bull and selling approximately 50,000 
dollars in embryos in one evening. Wow, 
that’s exciting. I encourage each of you 
to continue to do your best you can. My 
grandmother used to tell me to put a little 
more oomph into whatever you are doing. 
I challenge you to put more oomph into 
Guernseys, whether it be in bull selection, 
milking quality Guernseys, in the show 
ring, or just talking Guernseys. We have a 
great group of people among us, and this is 
going to continue as evident with our youth. 
The motivation and enthusiasm they have is 
contagious. We need to continue to mentor 
them so our group climbs even higher and 
further.

There is much demand in many areas of 
the US for raw milk, especially Guernsey. 
There are several Guernsey breeders taking 
advantage of this demand even though they 
can only rely on word-of-mouth advertising.

The 
committee reviewed Guernsey Marketing 
Service’s managed sales for 2012 which 
included the Lantz Farm Dispersal, Craig- 
Moor Farm Dispersal, and the National 
Guernsey Convention Sale. Future sales 
scheduled for 2012 include the Guernsey 
Gathering Sale on July 14, and the 
Guernsey Classic at World Dairy Expo. 
The Guernsey Classic sale will be held 
after the conclusion of the World Dairy 


Expo Guernsey show on Friday, October 5 
at 2:00 p.m. 

The Marketing Committee is pleased 
to report that an informational piece 
promoting the value of Guernsey milk is 
in the final developmental stages and will 
be ready for use by early August 2012. 
The document will be downloadable from 
the AGA website. The proceeds from the 
syndication of the “Dawson” bull that was 
sold at the 2012 National Convention sale 
will be set aside for the Golden Guernsey 
fund. These funds will be used to maintain 
the trademarks and licensing fees associated 
with the Golden Guernsey logos. 


Records Committee Report 
Records Committee Chair Leon Zweegman 
of Washington presented the following 
report: 


Leon Zweegman 


he Records Committee consists of 
Walt Kessler, Emily Hartmann, Keith 
Dixon and Leon Zweegman. 

We approved new life and annual 
memberships. We discussed the changes 
we have made to the appraisal program 
and defined three key times when Brian 
Schnebly, our sole appraiser since last May, 
needs help. Those occur in April during 
the spring sales, in June when he needs to 
coordinate many things for convention and 
at the time of fall shows in September and 
October. We will be continuing to search 
for an individual to train and hire to help fill 
the need. 

The board accepted staff 
recommendation to _ begin 
parentage of other breeds if the parent 
animal is recorded with another breed 
association. This does not involve any 
changes to the Genetic Recovery program, 
but simply increases the amount of 
information we supply our members. 

The board decided to have the word 
“Official” added to the top of our pedigrees 
as most other breeds do. 

In discussing the needs for genetic 
improvement, your board approved 
a recommendation from the Genetic 
Improvement Committee to make changes 
to the order of the traits needing the most 
attention for improvement in our breed. 
They are as follows: 1. Reproduction 2. 
Protein percent (with increase in yield) 3. 


recording 
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Strength 4. Udder attachment and depth 5. 
Foot angle 6. Fat percent (with increase in 
yield) 7. Genetic diversity. In conjunction 
with this move, staff will be running some 
computer models on the PTI formula, giving 
more emphasis to DPR to see what kind of 
progress we can expect to make if we tweak 
our PTI/CPI formula. He will also make a 
list of older cows over 85 points to see if we 
should perhaps be looking at some of these 
as bull mothers with increased longevity as 
our goal. 

The type committee reported that 6604 
animals have been scored since January 
2011 with Brian scoring all of those since 
last May with these averages: FS 81.3; MS 
81.5; FL 80. All of these averages have 
decreased .3 points since last summer. 
The Type Committee set dairy strength/ 
width and feet and legs as their top 
emphasis for improvement. Measuring 
rear teat placement will begin as soon as 
programming is completed to record this. 
There was a motion made and passed to 
add every score in a cow’s lifetime to her 
pedigree. There was discussion to see what 
changes members would like to see in the 
TPE program to make it more attractive to 
our membership. 

The Reproduction Committee wishes 
to concentrate on collecting more data 
from large herds as they continue trying 
to identify reasons for the breed’s DPR 
challenges. They wish to identify those 
young sires that look to be high for DPR 
and encourage their use. 


Finance Committee Report 
Finance Committee Member Duane Schuler 
of Wisconsin presented the following 
report:

e finance committee members include 
Walt Kessler, Chairperson, Morey 


Miller, Leon Zweegman, Dave 
Trotter, and Duane Schuler. 

In 2011, AGA had a net profit of $64,201, 
an increase of $53,330 from 2010. On the 
balance sheet Accounts Receivable was 
$180,171 which was up from the previous 
year. Income for 2011 was $1,433,381, 
expenses were $1,369,180. AGA is current 
with all vendors. 

Registrations and transfers were slightly 
down from 2010, but overall revenue for 


registrations, transfers, TPE and Appraisal, 
and other records income was up. 

Guernsey Marketing revenue was 
up considerably due to the Four Winds 
Dispersal and the increased interest in quality 
Guernseys. 2010 income was $485,635 and 
increased in 2011 to $832,635. 

Bull Syndicate liability is $30,064. 
Syndicate payments can be transferred to 
the AGA Transportation Fund by contacting 
Seth or Brian. The Transportation Fund has 
a balance of $9,966. 

Appraisal Program expenses are down 
almost 50% due to all appraisals being 
completed by Brian Schnebly and no 
outside hires. 

The above figures are a combination of 
AGA, Purebred Publishing, and Guernsey 
Marketing. Purebred Publishing helps 
balance the bottom line so continue to 
support the Journal with your subscription 
and advertising. 

With everyone’s continued support and 
utilization of all AGA Services we should 
continue to see financial stability and 
growth. 


Guernsey Foundation Report 
Clark Vilter of Wisconsin, one of 3 trustees 
of The Guernsey Foundation, presented the 
following report:

he Guernsey Foundation consists of 
three trustees, Blaine Crosser, Clark

and promote research or projects that will 
benefit the dairy industry and the Guernsey 
breed. At the close of last year, the 
Foundation had total assets of $320,080. 

The trustees are currently looking into 
investing in one or two individual stocks, 
besides the mutual funds and CDs The 
Foundation already owns. The trustees 
have also been looking into high dividend 
stocks. Currently a portion of the funds 
from the Foundation are committed to fund 
the genomics project. If anyone has any 
ideas for studies on behalf of the Guernsey 
breed, please contact Seth Johnson or one 
of the Foundation's trustees. 

The Foundation is always looking for 
donations and new ways to help to benefit 
the Guernsey breed.

Our income for the same period 
in 2012 versus 2011 is up 23%, however ad 
sales tend to be higher in the spring with all 
the sales, so the figure may drop slightly, 
but we should have another positive year 
at Purebred Publishing. Remember profits 
from Purebred Publishing is used by AGA 
its owner and in the past have been an 
important source of revenue for them. 

However, we can never be complacent 
as we are still not in good economic times. 
We have a ‘bare bones’ staff for all the work 
and we have to be organized. We have to 
constantly increase quality and service in 
order to attract your business. Your input 
is appreciated and we thank you for your 
business in the past and we are ready to 
serve you in the future.

Alan and Barbara Mann of Abiqua Acres 
in Silverton, Oregon, are the 2012 AGA 
Master Breeder award recipients. Holding 
fast to the belief that the Guernsey cow can 
be successful in a commercial environment, 
Alan and Barbara Mann have been 

breeding registered 
Guernsey cows for 60 
years. Since the first 
registered Guernsey 
was purchased by 
Alan’s parents, Paul 
and Delores Mann, 
on December 27th 
1952, every decision 
made on Abiqua Acres 
has been toward the 
improvement of the 
Guernsey cow. 
Raised with a 
love for dairy farming 
Guernsey

National Outstanding 
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Guernsey Youth Award at the age of 
21. Alan spent his high school days fully 
involved in the dairy, often doing all the 
work before and after school when his 
parents were gone. In 1979 Alan married 
his high school sweetheart Barbara and, 
in 1985, they purchased the farm from 
Alan’s parents. Just two years later Alan 
and Barbara were the recipients of AGA’s 
Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer 
award. The herd has been 100% registered 
Guernsey since about 1993. 

For the last 45 years the herd has 
remained at a fairly constant number near 80 
milking cows, which makes for a full work 
load for the completely family-run farm. In 
2008 the Mann’s daughter Darleen, and her 
husband Ben Sichley, joined Abiqua Acres 
as partners. 

The 2011 herd lactation average on 71 
records was 17,731, 4.3% 752f, 3.3% 587p. 
A real point of pride for Alan and Barbara 
is the fact that for both fat corrected and 
energy corrected milk their herd exceeds 
the Oregon state average for cows on test 
regardless of breed, validating their claim 
of a “commercially competitive Guernsey 
herd.” In 2011 Abiqua Acres had 19 cows 
reach a living lifetime record of 100,000m 
and is currently home to 11 cows still on 
that list. Abiqua Acres Goliath Velma is 
one of those cows and is also the current 
National Living Lifetime #10 cow. In 
the last 10 years 63 cows have reached 
100,000M lifetime and over the history of 
the farm 91 cows have done it. 

One of the keys to the successful number 
of cows reaching 100,000M lifetime 
has been careful breeding decisions to 
emphasize longevity and production. They 
currently have 21 of the nation’s top 300 
NM$ cows, which is more than any other 
Guernsey herd in the country. Alan and 
Barbara breed for cows that are moderate 
sized, emphasizing strength rather than 
height. With 100% AI usage on the farm, 
they choose from the Active AI List sorting 
for production traits, udder depth and 
width, feet and leg traits and strength. They 
strongly believe that the real future and 
importance in breeding is with using young 
sires. Alan will use any and all young 
sires that are released and available to him 
because he truly believes that finding the 
next generation of genetics is too important 
to worry about “holes” that might be left in 
a pedigree. 

Abiqua Acres looks forward to the future 
of the Guernsey cow and can see that future 
in using young sires. Currently there are 
15 heifers on the ground out of 8 different 
sires in waiting. That means young sire 
bulls account for almost 20% of the heifer 
population at Abiqua Acres. This breeding

program has resulted in 34 Excellent cows 
since 1970, six being scored EX-91 and 
two currently in the herd at EX-92. Since 
1981 they have bred 25 Gold Star Cows and 
have been honored with Gold Star Breeder 
designation over 21 times. In recent years 
this has resulted in 5 young sires entering 
AI sampling programs- Abiqua Acres 
Banger Martini, C Marksman, Banger 
Verdict, Grumpy Sergeant and Alstar VIP. 

Barbara keeps a genealogy program to 
track all the cow families in the herd. This 
allows them to look back to the foundation 
cow of each family and determine how 
many animals have resulted from each, 
their classification scores, best record 
and lifetime production. It makes for a 
fun history lesson to look through all 
the families. Today there are 16 active 
cow families in the herd, with 6 of them 
comprising about 80% of the herd. There 
are still 13 direct female descendants of 
the first original Registered Guernsey cow, 
Judy’s Mae Anna, still in the herd today. 
One of Alan’s first Guernsey purchases 
in 1967, Vanher Banker Snooks, has 
dominated the herd. There have been 125 
direct female descendents, with no ET 
work, and is where Abiqua Acres Grumpy 
Sergeant is descended from. Sergeant’s 
pedigree is backed with an impressive 
five generations to reach the 100,000m 
milestone. His sister Abiqua Acres Faros 
Speranza makes the 6th generation with 
her lifetime record of 111,789m. Another 
real point of pride is Abiqua Acres Goliaths 
Velma, EX-90, and the top living NM$ cow 
in the breed, working on her 10th lactation 
and approaching 200,000m lifetime 
production this year. She is the dam of 
Abiqua Acres Banger Verdict and Abiqua 
Acres Alstar VIP. 

The Mann’s were excited to host a farm 
tour during the National Convention in 
Oregon in 2012 as they are celebrating their 
farm’s 60 years with Guernseys. Every 
breed needs devoted people like Alan and 
Barbara Mann who have made their life’s 
work the advancement of the Guernsey 


breed. It is this dedication and service that 
deserves to be recognized, for the Mann’s 
of Abiqua Acres truly are Master Breeders. 


DISTINGUISHED SERVICE AWARD 
o-Ann Chason of Hydes, Maryland, is

Award recipient. Jo-Ann has attended 
every National Guernsey Convention since 
1991, when she was selected as the National 
Guernsey Princess.

She has provided her services 
with a smile to the queen program ever 
since. She also works tirelessly during the 
convention to ensure that the AGA Youth 
Awards Banquet goes off without a hitch.

Jo-Ann even attended the 2002 
convention in California in a wheelchair 
with a cumbersome cast on both of her 
broken feet and fulfilled her duties without 
a complaint.

HIGH MILK, BUTTERFAT & 
PROTEIN HERD 


ilky Way Farm, owned and 
operated by Linda Madsen of 
Temecula, California, achieved 


the highest lactation average in the nation 
in 2011 with 19 cows averaging 25,578M 
4.6% 1,184F 3.4% 869P. Due to the 
location of the farm in Southern California, 
far away from the main dairy population 
in California, the DHI tester was unable 
to test the herd regularly in recent years 
which kept Linda’s herd from competing 
for the top production herd. However, in 
late 2010 and 2011, the tester began coming 
more regularly and Linda was at last able to 
achieve one of her top goals of becoming 
the top herd in the nation for production. 
Linda has been a great promoter of the 
Guernsey breed. She personally maintains a 
dairy show at the Del Mar Fair by bringing 
a string of her Guernseys there, and shows 
at the Arizona State Fair and the NGS- 
Sacramento. Linda served as an AGA 
National Director in the 1990’s and has also 
served on the board of the Arabian Horse 
Association. In addition to her beloved 
Guernseys, the ranch has always been home 
to many horses, primarily Thoroughbreds. 
In fact, recently there have been over 200 
brood mares there. Linda also breeds high- 
quality Texas Longhorn cattle, showing 
them extensively as well. Linda’s operation 
is very unique in that the ranch is home to

a large herd of Texas Longhorn cattle and 
instead of shipping milk off the farm, Linda 
uses the milk to feed the Longhorn calves. 

Of the 19 cows that make up Linda’s 
herd, an astounding 10 of them received 
Component Queen recognition this year. 
One of her favorites in the herd is Milky 
Way Goliath Hanna, VG-86. Hanna has 
completed over 207,000 pounds of milk 
lifetime and was in the top ten living 
lifetime cows on the 2010 list. Among her 
credentials is having completed 7 lactations 
over 20,000 pounds of milk and she was 
shown 4 times at the Western National 
including 3 times as an Aged Cow. Linda 
has won the Total Performance Banner at the 
NGS-Sacramento on multiple occasions. 

Since serving on the board, Linda has 
been unable to attend many conventions 
because of the Del Mar Fair show that 
always happens to fall the same week every 
year. She attended Clark and Joy Vilter’s 
dispersal last year and has repeatedly told 
me how great it was that she got to see 
so many of her Guernsey friends once 
again, even if it may have been the coldest 
weather she has ever experienced! I know 
she is disappointed she was unable to attend 
convention to accept the award for a goal 
she has worked so hard to achieve, but I am 
very happy to recognize Linda this morning 
for being the top herd in the nation for milk, 
fat and protein. 


COMMERCIAL HERD AWARD 

he Commercial Herd Award 
recognizes the top herd in the nation 
for Energy Corrected Milk. The herd 

must complete over 50 lactations during 
the year. In 2011, Coulee Crest LLC, of 
Cashton, Wisconsin, is the recipient of this 
award. They completed 67 records last year 
with averages of 20,402M 5.0% 1,021F 
3.3% 675P for an Energy Corrected Milk 
total of 24,311M to narrowly outdistance 
previous winners of this award Hoard’s 
Dairyman Farm and Nells Glow Guernseys. 
These totals also placed Coulee Crest in the 


top ten for milk, fat and protein 
in the entire country for herds 
of all sizes. 

Coulee Crest LLC is 
owned and managed by Kurt 
Peterson with assistance from 
his parents Don and Dorothy 
and his brother Scot. The 
approximately 80 Registered 
Guernseys compete in both a 
freestall and a compost pack 
with a herd of Holsteins. Kurt 
breeds and manages for high 
production with cow comfort 
being an important factor in 
the herd’s success. He has 
undertaken an aggressive 
program of flushing and 
IVF work, allowing him to 
reproduce the excellent genetics of the herd 
for production, index and type. He has 
ample recipients from the Holstein herd 
with many of the Holstein heifers carrying 
embryos. Kurt has been a strong supporter 
of Guernsey sales all across the country 
and is a regular consignor to the National 
Convention, International Guernsey 
Classic and Upper Midwest Spring Sales 
each year. In recent years, Coulee Crest has 
been home to the #1 CPI cow in the breed, 
the top producing cow in the nation and has 
produced a two-time All-American heifer. 

One of Kurt’s flush cows that has 
recently made waves throughout the breed 
is Coulee Crest Skipper Jewel, EX-90. 
Jewel has been a prolific flush cow to say the 
least. She is the dam of Coulee Crest Chal 
Jeanie who was a two-time All-American 
and two-time Junior Champion at World 
Dairy Expo. Since Jeanie’s dominance in 
the showring, Coulee Crest has sold many 
full sisters and maternal sisters to her in 
GMS sales. To date Jewel has 26 registered 
daughters with many more pregnancies on 
the way. 

More recently the Lori family has been 
added to the flush program. For the past 
year, Flambeau Manor Decision Lori and 
Coulee Crest Nick Lorilyn have dominated 
the CPI list and are placing bulls into A.I. 
Both cows were flushed heavily and have 
pregnanices due this fall. You will hear 
more about these two outstanding cows 
here shortly. 

Kurt has also bought into a few great cow 
families over the years that have added elite 
genetics to his herd and then he continues to 
flush and develop these families. Purchases 
have been made from the Icy family, Mary 
family and most recently Knapps’ Tami 
family just to name a few. 


LEIBERS TROPHY, VALLEY SET 
AWARD & ARNOLD KNIGHT TROPHY 


hree awards are given annually to 
the cow with the highest lifetime 


milk, fat and protein production. 
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The Leibers trophy is given in honor of 
Mr. and Mrs. Otto Leibers of Nebraska and 
goes to the cow with the highest lifetime 
milk production. The Valley Set Award 
was established in 1986 by Ron Wenger 
and Family to recognize the highest lifetime 
fat production. It wasn’t until 1992 that the 
Arnold Knight Trophy was established by 
the Wisconsin GBA to honor the cow with 
the highest lifetime protein production. In 
order to be eligible for these awards the cow 
must have been DHI tested at least once 
during 2011. Walnut Ridge Magic Cher, 
EX-92, has amassed breed record totals 
for lifetime milk, butterfat and protein 
production with 302,070M 5.1% 15,448F 
3.4% 10,185P and she is the winner of 
these awards for the fourth consecutive 
year. Cher was born on New Year’s Eve 
in 1995 and is bred and owned by Walnut 
Ridge Farm of Middletown, Maryland.

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The National Sale Report 


he National Convention Sale was 
[= on June 22 in the ballroom of the 

Red Lion Hotel in Portland, Oregon. 
Given the large distance between Oregon 
and a majority of Guernsey breeders, the sale 
had a new look this year with no live animals 
present at the sale site. The eight live animals 
consigned by Oregon, California and Wash- 
ington breeders were on display at Wil-Rene 
Farm in Forest Grove during the convention 
tour visit there. Photos of the animals them- 
selves, as well as dams and relatives of the 
choices and embryos selling, were projected 
on a large screen during the sale. 

The 8 live females and 11 choices aver- 
aged $2,995 with a bull selling for $16,000 
bumping the official sale average up to 
$3,645. Ninety-four embryos sold in 18 lots 
for an average of $502 each. 

The top seller of the evening was Dairy- 
man Double Dawson, a September 2011 bull 
that sold to the Dawson Syndicate and Se- 
mex for $16,000. The bull was bred and pro- 
vided by Hoard’s Dairyman Farm of Ft. At- 
kinson, Wisconsin, with proceeds earmarked 
for the Golden Guernsey fund to promote the 
sale and use of Guernsey milk. Dawson is 
a son of Pine Ridge Double L-ET. His ma- 
ternal line provides the longevity and repro- 
ductive performance the breed needs. His 
dam, by Challenge, is VG-87 and had her 
third calf at 4-04. She is projected to make 
over 25,000M, 1,300F and 975P this year. 
The next dam, by Royal Oak, has produced 
over 125,000M in five lactations and over 
1,200F. The next dam, by Goliath, calved 
for the fourth time at 5-03 and is backed by 
a cow with over 100,000M that had her sixth 
calf at 8-01. 

The second high seller was the choice of 
two June 2012 Tiller daughters of Marsh- 
dene Magic Mary, EX-94. An addition to the 
choice at sale time was a June Adacka from a

VG-87 Tiller from Mary. Katie Henson and 
Lindsey Rucks of Okeechobee, Florida, paid 
$6,500 for the right to take home the heifer 
of their choice. Smokin’ Hot Jerseys of Wis- 
consin placed the contending bid. Alyssa and 
Kate Nuttleman of Bangor, Wisconsin, were 
the consignors. A full sister to the choice 
was the 2011 All-American Jr. 2-Year-Old 
with another standing fifth in the Sr. 2-Year- 
Old class at World Dairy Expo. Mary herself 
has a son in AI, over 160,000M lifetime and 
has been nominated All-American six times. 

The high selling embryos, at $850 each, 
were potential full siblings to the 2011 
Madison Reserve Grand Champion, Knapps 
Regis Tambourine. Sired by Marodore En- 
hancer Regis-ET, they are out of Knapps 
Ace Tamera, EX-91, certainly one of the 
most accomplished brood cows in the breed 
today. Tamera has 5 VG or EX daughters in- 
cluding four over 895F. She herself has a top 
record over 1,100F and 800P. The embryos 
were consigned by Knapps Guernseys of Ep- 
worth, Iowa, and purchased by Ripley Farm 
of Cortland, New York. 

The sale was managed by Guernsey Mar- 
keting Service and the Oregon Guernsey 
Breeders. Mike Jansen was the sale chair 
with his sons Matthew and Chris providing 
the care and fitting for the live animals of- 
fered. Stan Chupp wielded the gavel with 
Blaine Crosser making pedigree announce- 
ments. Dale Chupp, Jim Trotter and Dave 
Trotter worked the ring. Maria and Cindy 
Chupp clerked the sale.

John and Bonnie 
Ayars and their sons Lucas, Austin and Eli 
sponsored the sale and opened their farm to

visitors from across the nation. The week- 
end kicked off with a youth showmanship 
contest judged by Larry Schirm and Julie 
DeLavergne. All participants used animals 
from the sale lineup and were each awarded 
a voucher for $100 off a purchase in the 
sale the next day. A fun judging contest was 
held for youth and adults alike throughout 
the day with the winners of that contest also 
receiving $100 sale vouchers. The evening 
concluded with a complimentary dinner 
followed by Ayars Family Farm Ice Cream 
and a moderated discussion about current 
events in the Guernsey breed. 

The sale itself averaged $2,228 on 77 
females. Cattle sold into 13 states to 46 
different buyers. 31 embryos in six pack- 
ages averaged $471 each. Nine bred heifers 
averaged $1600, 28 cows averaged $2,605, 
10 open yearlings averaged $2100 and 30 
calves averaged $2,108.
